The president said he 
knows from long nal 
experience that the United 
States has been one of the 
favorite political targets in 
France. 


West Allies 
Concerned 
Over Crisis 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
United States officials said Wed- 
nesday the French political cri- 
sis is far more serious than 
“just another Government turn- 
over.” 

The crisis deepened rifts be- 
tween France and its two West- 
ern allies, the Unitéd States and 
Britain, just as presummit talks 
with Russia Were about to be- 
gin and while Western defense 
conferences were in progress. 

Russia was expected to try 
to exploit and deepen the rifts, 

The French Assembly's action 
apparently doomed to failure 
the United States-British effort 
to mediate the French-Tunisian 
dispute. 

It increased the chances of a 
United Nations debate on 
France’s tangled North African 
affairs. In this debate, the 
United States might have to 
take a stand that would either 
antagonize the small nations of 
Asia and Africa or threaten a 
real split with France. It ap- 
peared that the U.S. at least 
would not support France. 


Terrible Crisis: Press 


PARIS (Kyodo-UP)—French 
newspapers from left to right 
Saw little prospect Wednesday 
morning that a new Premier 
could be found quickly or easily. 
"The conservative Figaro said 
the country is now faced with 
“the most terrible of crises.” 
It said the rightist independ- 
ent deputies bear a “crushing 
responsibility” for the situation. 

Right-wing Aurore said the 
“essential” thing for any new 
government is to “make it im- 
possible for (Tunisian Presi- 
dent) Bourguiba to continue to 
make war on us.” 

The highly nationalistic Paris- 
jen Libere claimed that Gail- 
lard’s policies had placed France 
in “a state of servitude toward 
Washington and London.” 


‘Regrets’ in Britain 
LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — A 
British Foreign Office spokes- 
man expressed “regret” Wed- 
nesday that the French Govern- 
ment’s fall had caused a “set 
back” in the effort of the US-+ 
ritish good offices mission. 
The spokesman said the mis- 
sion could be considered “in 
suspense” at the moment ‘but 
that it will remain available for 
the French and Tunisian gov- 
ernments to ue its services 
again if they wish.

The Socialists, who control 
about 100 votes in Parliament, 
sent out word that Bidault was 
virtually the only person they 
would support for the premier- 
ship at this time, 


Bidault, who held the foreign 
affairs portfolio for many years 
just after the war, might win 
the support of the nationalist- 
minded right wing elements 
who unseated Gajllard Tuesday 
night on the Tunisian issue. He 
voted against Gaillard’s propo 
sal to accept the Anglo-Amert?- 
can “good offices” plan as &@ 
basis for renewing direct con- 
tacts with Tunisia. 


One difficulty is that Bidault 
has a very small minority of 
his own party, the Catholic 
Popular Republicans (MRP). In 
Tuesday night's ballot, all MRP 
deputies except Bidault and two 
others voted for Gaillard.

WASHINGTON (AP)— 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower charged Wednesday 
that Russia has propa- 
ganda purposes in mind 
when it makes public con- 
fidential letters and diplo- 
matic notes to the United 


States. 


At a news conference, how- 
ever, Eisenhower stopped short 
of subecribing to Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles’ view 
that such public diplomacy by 
the Soviets conatitutes a danger 
to international peace. 

Eisenhower reaffirmed his 
readiness to risk a surnmmit con- 
ference with Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev even though 
he agrees with criticism of such 
a high levei parley that former 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son voiced Tuesday. 

Acheson in a speech in Kan- 
sas City denounced the concept 
of a summit meeting as bad be- 
cause it impairs the “final and 
Getached judgment” that the 
President must reserve for top 
decisions made by his Adminis- 
tration. 

Eisenhower seid there wae a 
very great deal of truth in what 
Acheson had said.

Japan Backs 
6-Mile Limit 
Compromise 


GENEVA (KvyodoReuter) — 
Japan Wednesday announced 
support for Britain's compro- 
mise proposal for extension of 
territorial waters from three to 
six miles, but only if the &7- 
state International conference 
codifying the law of the sea 
could thereby reach a success- 
ful conclusion, 


Akira Ohye, chief Japanese 
delegate, told the conference's 
first committee that his Gov- 
ernment could not accept any 
plan to give coastal states ex- 
clusive fishing rights outside 
the limit of their territorial 
waters. 


This was taken in conference 
circles to imply that Japan 
couki not support a surprise 
proposal Wednesday by the 
United States for a six-mile ter- 
ritorial sea plus a six-mile fish- 
ing zone, The U.S. proposal, 
however, carried the proviso 
that other states which had 
fished regularly in the gone for 
10 years should have the right 
to continue, 


The statement was taken to 
imply also that Japan could not 
support a Canadian propos. 
for a three-mile territorial sea 
plus a nine-mile zone in which 
coastal states would have ex- 
clusive fishery rights. 


Ohye said that if the confer- 
ence failed to reach agreement 
on a six-mile territorial sea, his 
government would continue to 
regard the threewile limit as 
the only established rule of in- 
ternational law. He made an 
exception only for the four-mile 
limit imposed by Scandinavian 
countries. 


Ohye said that “nothing could 
be further from the truth” than 
claims that the three-mile limit 
was established for the benefit 
of maritime countries. 


“I must state that my delege- 
tion has found no reason to 
change its basic position, name- 
ly that the three-mile limit is 
the only established rule of in- 
ternational law and that there 
are now reasonable grounds for 
extension beyond that limit,” 
Ohye declared. 


Recalling that in recent years 
many Japanese seamen had 
been imprisoned and had their 
vessels selzed without justifica- 
tion, he said Japan would lose 
its means of existence should 
“anarchy” be allowed to reign 
on the high seas, 


Ohye expressed agreement 
with a Greek proposal for main- 
tenance of the three-mile limit 
and then expressed respect for 
the British compromise propo- 
sal to extend the limit to six 
miles in an effort to bring the 
conference to a successful cor- 
clusion, 

“Extension of the territorial 
sea to six miles would ental 
much sacrifice for the Japanese 
people,” he declared.

Therefore, he said. when the 
Soviets rush publication of such 
notes it must be concluded that 
it is being done for propaganda 
purposes. 

The serious effect of such dis- 
closures, he said, is that it pre- 
vents one from taking the con- 
tents of such a note seriously. 

Eisenhower also said that 
Russia's recent series of atomic: 
hydrogen tests have not been 
numerous or powerful enough 
to create a dangerous radiation 
peril.

14-Point Plan 
Drafted to 
Control Taxis 


The Transportation Subcom- 
mittee for the prevention of 
traffic accidents of the House 
of Councillors yesterday decided 
to submit to the Govertiment a 
sweeping 14-point program de- 
signed to stamp out dangerous 
kamikaze taxis in this country. 


The subcommittee recom- 
mended revision of present Gav- 
ernment regulations on the 
licensing of the taxi business, 
and requirements for opening 
taxi business. 


It proposed that the Govern- 
ment take severe punitive 
steps of an administrative na- 
ture, including the suspension 
of licenses of those taxi com- 
panies which fail to conform 
with the revised regulation. 


Other points of the subcom- 
mittee’s proposal are the pro- 
hibition of assigning taxi driv- 
ers to off-the-wheel duties and 
the Imposition of norms, strict 
supervision of taxi companies 
to insure that the Labor Stan- 
dard Law is abided by them 
and the adoption of steps to 
require companies to pay for 
damages and other losses caused 
by accidents, 


Meanwhile, the Land Trans- 
portation Bureaus in all prefec- 
tures were instructed yesterday 
by the Transportation Ministry 
to extend proper guidance and 
supervision to ensure that taxi 
companies comply with the anti- 
accident program adopted re- 
cently by the Cabinet's Traffic 
Accidents Prevention Measures 
Headquarters, 


The program recommended 
that the basic wages of taxi driv- 
ers in Tokyo be raised to about 
¥ 19,000 and that they be assured 
of a take-home pay of a mini-

All this is told 
in the fine frenzied manner of 
these there-was-a-great-man 
filma, and the resultant picture 
is quite as shapeless as life and 
just about as meaningless. 

The two women are played by 
Jeanne Crain and Mitzi Gaynor 
and they cry a lot. The hero 
is Frank Sinatra and part of 
the reason for one’s strong dis- 
like of Lewis in this film is that 
Sinatra is so very skillful in 
impersonating him. 

Actually, my carrying on like 
this quite testifies to the gen- 
eral believability of the film, I 
loathed ever minute of it, but 
cannot gainsay the fact that it 
must have been very well made 
to have called forth Such a 
violent reaction, Given the ori- 
ginal horrid error of making 
a film biography of Joe Lewis 
in the first place, one can but 
acknowledge that the producers 
have well realized what they 
set out to do. If the error is 
compounded one must blame 
Lewis and not Paramount, for 
I have no reason for believing 
that this is anything other than 
an accurate reconstruction of 
the man’s life, 


It does not, however, mark 
my first brush with the comedi- 
an. This encounter occurred 
during my childhood. We had 
an uncle who was addicted to 
Lewis’ Sunday night radio pro- 
gram. He was the kind of uncle 
who told your mother on you 
when you were bad, who was 
forever arranging long and de- 
lightful excursions which ai- 
ways collapsed at the last mo- 
ment, and who enjoyed promis- 
ing goodies which never materi- 
alized, He used to sit by the 
radio and cackle over Joe 
Lewis for hours. My, but how 
we children hated that uncle! 

So, rha I'm prejudiced. 
Still, that will give you a rough 
idea of the kind of people who 
will enjoy this film.

The story itself is a reinter- 
pretation of one of the standard 
period plots. A wife is unfaith- 
ful and according to the social 
code of Tokugawa society must 
pay for her guilt. The usual 
period-film epproves of her en- 
forced suicide. This one has 
the husband forgive her com- 
pletely, only to find himself in 
the position of having to exact 
a penalty he doesn't believe in, 

From the very first reel, one 
is aware that this is no standard 
period-film. It opens with a 
daimyo’s procession (as fully 
half of the genre do) but this 
one is a real one. There is real 
sweat and real blisters and real 


dirt. The false, pretty roman- 
ticiem which animates so many 
period-films is completely miss- 
ing. 

The story gets under way at 
once with the husband return- 
ing from a year in the capital. 
Little by little he discovers that 
something is wrong. There is 
gossip about his wife and a 
handsome drum master. PEven- 
tually there is a family confer- 
ence and little. by little the 
whole story comes out. 

The entire middle part of the 
film is told in a series of flash- 
backs, most of them occurring 
during the conference. These 
flashbacks, however, purposely 
fragmentize the story, and the 
present and past are freely cut. 
One of the results of this is an 
immediacy of experience, a fee!- 
ing of the inexorable whieh at 
times lifts the film to nearly 
tragic heights. 


Eventually the wife confesses 
everything. She did commit 
adultery one time, The husband 
is outraged, siaps her around, 
and then forgives her. At this 
point, however, society steps in 
where human frailty leaves off. 
The sister-in-law insists upon 
the wife’s suicide. In a terrify- 
Ing scene where it develops that 
the wife cannot kill herself, her 
husband, loving her more than 
ever before, is forced to kill her. 

fis last reel is an epilogue. 
reer insists that the other 

‘pe punished and the hus- 
aol finally finds him and. kills 
him. It is then and only then 
the husband realizes what has 
happened. Acting according to 
a social rather a moral code, he 
has done everything with which 
society says that he ought. 
Then, in a completely shatter- 
ing final scene, he realizes that 
in doing so he has ruined his 
life. 


One of the things so impres- 
sive about this film is the utter 
economy with which it is told. 
There are very few characters, 
few sets, very little music, and 
no “effects” at all—even the 
final sword fight is not a grand 
perlod-type duel. Instead, there 
is real depth and insight. There 
are long silent stretches where 
the movement of an eye, the 
slight twitch of a mouth, tells

us everything we need to know 
about the character. These are 
real people and not the stock 
cardboard characters of the 
usual period-fare, 

Alding Director Imai is a 
truly remarkable cast. Ineko 
Arima, hitherto a completely 
undistinguished glamour girl, is 
almost frighteningly real as the 
unfaithful wife. Though there 
are stories of the Quarre.s 
during shooting between direc- 
tor and feminine lead none of 
this is seen on film, unless it 
is this real heightening of Miss 
Arima’s powers, The drum mas- 
ter is Masayuki Mori, long one 
of Japan's most intelligent ac- 
tors; and the husband is superb- 
ly played by Rentaro Mikuni. 

This is one of those films 
that one really doesn’t need 


know Japanese to enjoy, once. 


you understand the basic plot. 
Everything is visual. Like the 
period-films of Kurosawa, Ki- 
misaburo Yoshimura and the 
late Kenji Mizoguchi, this one 
is interested mainly in present- 
ing today’s reality in terms of 
yesterday, and reality on film 
must always be visual. 

It is rather surprising, and 
completely gratifying, to see 
Imai interesting himself in 
reality for its own sweet sake. 
Long closely associated with 
the Communist Party in Japan, 
most of his late work has been 
party propaganda and nothing 
more. Yet, in this film, one 
looks in vain for politics. 

To be sure, it is a really fero- 
clous attack on the feudal so- 
cial system and the feudal so- 
clal system still maintains in 
modern Japan. Otherwise, how- 
ever, it is a story about people 
who are really people and Imai, 
for the first time since “Nigo- 
rie,” seems to really care 
what happens to them. 


One feels this personal in- 
volvement on the part of the 
director. For this reason films 
like “Kome” and “Junal Mono- 
gatari” carry no weight at all 
except propaganda (and, aimed 
at intellectuals as they were, 
blessed little of that) and films 
like the apolitical “Yoru no 
Tsuzumi” constitute ai pro 
foundly moving experience.

Import Financing 

As regards the substance of 
the loans, funds for import fi- 
nancing have dipped sharply ow 
ing to the import dip.

In con 
trast, operating funds to the big 
manufacturers have risen nota- 
bly. 

The commercial banks are 
gradually leaning toward loan 
curbing reflecting the strong 
stand of the Bank of Japan, re-

2. But this has been due to 
| the time lag in tight money 
| Compliance by the variou® eco- 
; Romie and business phases caus- 
| mg difficulties in curbing in- 
| Vestments, pressures coming 
from the net Treasury with- 
drawals (more intake than out- 
go in Treafury funds) and 
Special features of the Japanese 
capital and money market 
structure. 


3. However, the bank loan 
curbing attitude is gradually 
toughening and hence becoming 
more and more effective, there- 
by helping to push the eco 
nomic adjustment process to a 
desired point. 


4. Moreover, indications are 
that the Treasury net with- 
drawal trend as well as the 
bank note rising trend is under- 
going changes which may 
weaken and make unnecessary 
the rise in bank loans to prop 
business liquidity. 

5. Although bank loan de- 
mands for financing excess in- 
ventories may still be quite 
strong owing to the inadequate 
production and inventory ad- 
justments, these fund demands 
are likely to taper off at a fast 
tempo with regular and steady 
production and inventory adjust- 
ments.

Gaillard Government Falls 


a oC My me we ww 


The fall of the Gaillard Government in France is a 
most unfortunate event at the present juncture for i is 
largety attributable to French suspicions that the United 
States ie seeking to push France out of her historical posi- 


tion in North Africa. 


Many people feared this denouement when it was first 
announced that U.S. Undersecretary of State Robert Mur- 
phy and Mr. Harold Beeley, an assistant undersecretary of 
the British Foreign Office, had been selected as a good 
offices team to help relieve Franco-Tunisian tensions which 
had been stirred up by French bombing of the Tunisian 
village of SAkiet Sidi Youssef in February because it was 
then bélleved to be a hideout of Algerian rebels. 


The Tunisians had demanded that all French armed 
forces leave Tunisia, but the Murphy-Beeley plan, which 
had approval in principle from Tunisian President Habib 
Bourguiba, it le understood, called for direct French-Tuni- 
sian {alk& to set up a timetable for pulling French troops 
out of Tunisia, but leaving the big naval base of Bizerta 


in French hands. 
This plan seeme at first 


sight reasonable enough, but 


it is obvious that if all French forces were withdrawn from 
Tunisian territorv—in itself a desirable thing—there would 
be no guarantee for France that the Algerian rebels would 
not gain support of one kind or another from Tunisia. The 
whole background of the trouble therefore lies in Algeria, 
a country where there is a large minority of French people 
and which is regarded as a part of France by the French. 
it may be pointed out in passing that for more than 
a century, France has spent much blood and treasure in 
pacifying and developing Algeria and that throughout a 
large part of North Africa she has been the standard bearer 


of modern civilization. 


lt may, however, perhaps be urged with some measure 
of justice. that in the past the French Government has 
not made sufficient allowances for Arab wishes in regard 
to self-government, and this fact, with the present-day Arab 
movement for unification and Pan-Arabiem, is now having 


unfortunate repercussions, 


The American and British Governments are, of course, 
desirous that there should be peaceful adjustments in North 
Africa: not only from the point of view of humanity, but 


because rehellion and 


disorder there serve to weaken 


France's contribution to the western alliance which has 
the burden of ensuring the defense of West Europe from 
the threat of a Communist eruption spearheaded from Mos- 


cow, 


Whether they have acted altogether wisely is a mat. 


ter on which there are differences of opinion. 
The sitvation is considerably complicated by the sinis- 
ier role plaved by Moscow in Africa and the ambitions of 


various Arab leaders. 


_AS must be clear to everybody a vicious factor is that 
while Soviet Russia hopes to use the Arabs to strike at 
the Western powers the Arabs themselves hope to use So- 


viet 


Russia’ in order to achieve their ambitions. 


That 


some” of these ambitions may be impracticable in them- 
selves and that Arab ifterests really lie in more coopera- 
tion with the Western nations and other democratic coun- 
tries seems to have been lost sight of. Nor does it appear 
to be realized that although present conditions in North 
Africa may not be ideal they could be much worse. 


U.S. Secretary of State Dulles has denied what he called 
rumors that the United States is seeking to push France 


out of North Africa. 


The last thing in the world the 


United States wanted to do, he said, was to disrupt France's 


cultural and economic ties with North Africa.

a Umely statement and we must hope that the French 
people, when the excitement dies down, will appreciate 
Ameérican goodwill more fully. 

_ So far a& Tunisia itself is concerned, we can see no 
gain for that country in alienating French friendship. That 
it was formerly a French protectorate is a fact that should 
not prevent its growth as an independent state in har- 


mony With its long connection with France. 


Much as the 


ruthless bombing of Sakiet Sidi Youssef is to be deplored 
the Tunisian reaction was not very wise in its violence and 
suggests that President Bourguiba is deeply committed to 
the cause of Algerian independence and is not prepared 


to close his frontiers absolutely to the rebels, 


This, of 


course, is regarded by the French as an aggressive attitude. 


Now that Tunisia is an independent state, 


it is only 


right that the French troops should be withdrawn as soon 
as possible, but it is equally right that Tunisia should 
give an undertaking not to allow assistance to be given to 
a rebellion eutside its frontiers.

As#hi Shimbun asked the 
Agriculture-Forestry Ministry to 
tackle seriously the problem of 
some froit farms organizing 
themselves into corporation to 
lighten. their tax burdens. It 
is unreasonable, the paper said, 
that thelr organization into cor- 
porations {§ taken by some 
local tax authorities as violating 
the existing Agricultural Land 
Law. For, it pointed out. this 
law is Dasically aimed at fos- 
tering owner farmers. Although 
the change in the status of the 
farms for tax reasons is inad- 
visable, thé paper said, farms 
can improve production effici- 
ency and realize higher profits 
by establishing limited corpor- 
ations and cooperate in produc- 
tion, shipping and processing. 
If the law prohibits such a cor- 
poration system, the paper said, 
i will only help lower agricul- 
tural output. 


Mainichi Shimbun welcomed 
the reported-agreement by the 
United Statés, Britain and 
France to 4 Soviet proposal to 
hoid a conference on an ambas- 
sadorial level in Moscow to pre- 
pare the way for a summit 
meeting. The paper pointed 
out, however, that there are 
many issues to be settled prior 
to any summit conference, For 
there exists. basically different 
views between the Soviet Union 
and the three West European 
countries, it seid, The West 


European countries regard it 
vitally necessary to have main 
items of discussion for a sum- 
mit conference thrashed out 
beforehand at a conference of 
foreign ministers, while the 
Russians claim that such im- 
portant issues should be dis- 
cussed at a summit conference 
instead, the paper said. 


Yomiuri Shimbar took up the 
defeat of French Premier Felix 
Gaillard in a confidence vote of 
his Cabinet's Tunisian policy. 
The direct reason for the 
French Government defeat, the 
paper said, was its acceptance 
of an Anglo-American media- 
tion plan for the Tunisian- 
Algerian problem which had 
met with resistance from both 
the right and left. Whatever 
regime might have been creat- 
ed in France, the paper presum- 
ed, they could not but have ac- 
cepted such a mediation plan as 
a matter of course. If the De 
Gaullists assume the political 
reins as Was rumored in some 
French circles it will mean a 
rise of fascism in that country 
and create a gap between it, 
and Britain and the United 
States, the paper warned. ™ 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) regretted the rejection by 
Communist China of the Japa- 
nese Government's reply to the 
three organizations that signed 
the fourth Japan-Red China 
private trade pact in that it will 
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have a far-reaching effect on 
Jupan's future trade with main- 
land China. The paper indicated 
that such a state of things is 
a tragedy caused by the current 
international situation and the 
cold war. Moreover, it said, the 
awkward diplomacy of the Gov- 
ernment on the cold reality of 
the “two Chinas” has been 
bringing about unnecessary cun- 
fusion. The wisest method of 
normalizing relations betwecn 
the two countries, the paper 
said, would be for both coun- 
tries to understand each other's 
position under the existing 
wor'd situation and establish 
friendly relations step by step. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
welcomed the Agriculture-Fores- 
try Ministry's plan to reexamine 
the present system of financing 
agricultural and forestry ingus- 
try circles by creating an inves- 
tigation organ. The paper re- 
gretted to note that the low-rate 
Government funds are actually 
being used by the farmers for 
“scalping” through relending. 
it also charged that the organiza- 
tion of the Agriculture-Forestry 
Finance Corporation has become 
badly complicated due to estab- 
lishment of many branches 
across the country. It pointed 
to the higher rate of the corpora- 
tion loans and flow of such 
fund: to financial institutions 
bearing no relation to agficul- 
ture and forestry.

WASHINGTON -— President 
Fisenhower’s plan to centralize 
the Army, Navy and Air Force 
is a sincere attempt to cut 
down cost and cut out bicker- 
ing in the Armed Forces. It 
has sOme merit and some dan- 
rers. 

Without arguing the pros and 
cons, here is one situation 
which doesn't need to be argu- 
ed—the amazing duplication of 
buving by the Army, Navy and 
Air Force, which could be wip- 
ed out without a single law be- 
ing passed by Congress. 

To illustrate, here are a few 
items used by all three military 
services, which are still bought 
in competition with each other. 
If standardized, millions of dol- 


lars could be saved in book- 
keeping, cataloging, and bulk 
buving. 


Men's Socks: This is an easily 
standardized item, yet the mill- 
tary services still purchase four 
different kinds of cotton nylon 
socks. The Air Force and the 
Navy buy a black nylon, elastic 
knit variety, 9% inches long, at 
25 cents per pair. The Army 
buvs a black, ribbed Knit brand, 
10° inches, costing 3 cents. 
The Navy also purchases the 
same sock, in white and black 
colors, at 25 cents a pair. 


Women’s Dress Gloves: Eight 
kinds of cotton gloves, knitted 
and woven, are used by the mili- 
tary, ranging in price from 95 
cents to $1.30. The Army buys 
tan-colored gloves for its WAC's; 
the Air Force demands white 
and gray colors; the Nayy and 
Marine Corps purchase the 
same giove fay their women 
contingents in white, black, 
and brown. 


Food: There has been a cer- 
tain amount of standardization 
in this because, as one investi- 
gator puts it, “God standardized 
the bean and other vegetables 
and private ingenuity has taken 
eare of the processing and can- 
ning for the military.” 


Nuts, Bolts, and Screws: 
These are a tremendously costly 
item, but almost nothing has 
been done to standardize them, 
or, for that matter, any réeplace- 
able parts in weapons or ma- 
chines of the four services. 
Failure to standardize parts of 
basic weapons, such as machine 
guns, hurt us in World War It 
and Korea and is still a heavy 
expense to the taxpavers. 


Mattresses: The military ser- 
vices use 28 kinds of mattresses, 
including 17 varieties authoriz- 
ed by the Army. 

T-shirts; The Air Force uses 
a Y-neck in the summer, the 
Army and Navy a round-neck 
style. 

Women’s Shoes: The Army 
and Navy require different lasts 
and different heel heights. 


Exercise Shorts: The Air 
Force required an &ounce, cot- 
ton denim short for women, 
costing $2, the Army a 6ounce 
short costing $1.30. 

No Laws Are Needed 

The history of unified buying 
~ or lack of it—in the Armed 
Services is interesting. It’s one 
reason why Congress will look 
carefully at Ike's new wunifica- 
tion plan. When the Services 
were allegediy unified under 
Truman, one argument in favor 
of unification was that it would 
save buying different types of 
underwear, shoes, lawnmowers, 
etc., for the Army, Navy, and 
Air Forces. 

But after unification, 
happened. 
and congressman Edward He 
bert of New Orleans staged an 
investigation of expensive, dup- 
licating buying, estimated that 
around $4,000 million could be 
saved by standardized buying. 
The military chiefs concurred, 
and Congress passed a law set- 
ting up & procurement director 
for the Defense Department. 

This was in 1952. Five more 
years have now passed. Con- 
gressman Hebert reports that 
in 1959 Eisenhower's military

advisers drove the first wedge 
into the plan for standardized 
buying by what was called “Re- 
organization Plan No. 56," 
which placed buying under a 
powerless assistant,secretary for 
logistics. Since then, the De 
fense Department has sent 10 
semiannual reports to Congress, 
all revealing that standardized 
buving is still in the “study” 
stage. 


In brief, the Defense Depart- 
ment has plenty of power to 
unify if it wants to do so with- 
out any act of Congress. Even 
when an act of Congress is pass- 
ed the Services don’t necessarily 
unify. 

Tax Break for Teachers 


After being reversed in the 
courts, the U.S. Treasury recent- 
ly surrendered to the teachers 
ani permitted tRem to deduct 
from their income taxes the &x- 
pense of extra college courses 
to improve their teaching abili- 
ty. 


However, the teachers are a 
long way from being able to 
deduct such business expenses 
as yacht, boxes at the world 
series, theater tickets for their 
bosses, or trips abroad. 


Several thousand  lawvers 
were able to go to the American 
Bar Association meeting at Lon- 
don last year and deduct the 
travel expense as a business 
item. Some of this was legiti- 
mate. But some of the lawyers 
merely put in a perfunctory ap- 
pearance at the bar association, 
then went on for tax<leductible 
vacations with their families in 
Europe. 


About a thousand American 
psychiatrists also attended the 
second” International Congress 
on Psychiatry in Zurich last 
year and wrote it off on their 
tax returns. The dentists too 
had their European § sojourn 
when they traveled to Italy for 
a meeting of the International 
Dental Federation in Rome. 


This is not to argue that it’s 
wrong for the doctors and law- 
yers to deduct travel expenses 
when they attend professional 
meetings. They deserve that 
right, but the teachers still 
aren't allowed to deduct such 
expenses when they travel in 
the interest of education.

Ann Thwaite (wife of An- 
thony Thwaite, one of Eng- 
land's best younger poets and 
one-time lecturer at Tokyo Uni- 
versity) has cast her story in 
fictional form but has manag- 
ed to keep the interest on Ja- 
pan rather than on her fiction- 


al family and their daily ad- 
ventures in this country. 
What makes the book in- 


teresting for those of us who 
don't happen to be in the teen- 
age bracket are Mrs. Thwaite’s 
valued judgments, her interpre- 
tations. One of her young 
heroes, upon first seeing mod- 
ern Tokyo at its most modern, 
is unable to get rid of the 
“nightmare idea that they'd 
sailed ail round the world and 
got back to England again.” 
Later, the whole family finds 
out that “the Japanese were 
usually much better at things 
when they stuck to their own 
ways instead of trying to imi- 
tate European ones.” 

All sorts of information that 
doesn’t come under the head- 
ing of quaint and curious finds 
its way into the book also. 
“Mummy was shocked at the 
price of ‘nitter, about twice what 
it js in Engiand.”. Human ex- 
crement “used everywhere in 
Japan for manuring the fields” 
is called just that, and the trans- 
lations of Japanese words are 
particularly adroit. “Kirei,” for 
example “means ‘pretty’ and 
‘nice’ and things like that”-—the 
“things like that” is particularly 
good and gives an excellent idea 
of the total meaningless of this 
particular word as used daily by 
the Japanese. 


Thus while the children will- 


be taken with this Swiss Family 
Robinson in Japan, their eiders 
are quite apt to learn a lot. Ann 
Thwaite has a quick eye and a 
quicker ear and her picture of 
Japan is one of the fullest to 
appear in a long time.

Dwindling Strength 


India’s Ruling Congress Party Faces Crisis

NEW DELHI—Of late, India’s 
ruling party, the Indian Nation- 
al Congress has been facing an 
internal crisis. It has assumed 
such serious proportions that 
the Congress Working Commit- 
tee, usually styled as the High 
Command, has been deeply con- 
cerned over it. 

During the second general 
election in free India held in 
the spring of 1957, the Congress 
party secured the return of 366 
members to the popular House 
of Parliament called Lok Sabha 
out of 499 elected seats. This 
was three more than the 
strength of the Congress Party 
in the House of the People after 
the first general election in 
1982. | 

While the Congress Party 
maintained its prepondering 
position at the center, it register- 
ed severe losses in several of 
the states. In 1957 it retrieved 
its position in Andhra Pradesh 
but lost jte majority in Kerala to 
the Communists. In the other 11 
states, the Congress strength 
dwindled considerably but the 
party held sufficient majority to 
form stable governments. 

Only in the State of Orissa In 
the east coast, the Congress 
Government has no majority 
but has the support of a few 
independents as against the 
other large party consisting of 
ex-rulers and landlords. 

Vote Against Congress 


Recently however, biennial 
elections have been held to the 
Council of States known as 
Rajya Sabha, the Upper Cham- 
ber of Parliament where one- 
third of the elected members 
retire every two years. The 
elections are held on an indi- 
rect basis, the voters being 
members of the legislative 
chambers of the various states. 

It has been found during the 
elections held during the last 
week of March that in several 
states, Congress members have 
voted against the Congress 
nominees in defiance of party 
whips wits, the result Congress 
strength in the Upper House 


of Parliament has dwindled. 
There is, however, no danger 
to the Congress losing its 


majority in the Upper House. 


The defections by the Mem- 
bers of the Congress have 
naturally caused grave concern 
to the Congress leaders. Not 
only have astounding defections 
and growing indiscipline been 
marked among Congressmen 
in the elections to the Upper 
House at the center, but the 
elections to the Upper Houses 


of State legislatures have 
shown unmistakably that the 
Congress candidates have 


been badly let down by their 
colleagues who have cast their 
votes in secret ballot for 
candidates opposing the Con- 
gress nominees. 
Suffered Reverses 

Right under the nose of the 
Congress High Command, the 
Congress Party has suffered 
reverses in the civic elections. 
For the first Municipal Corpora- 
tion of Delhi, the capital of 
India, the Congress Party secur- 
ed only 31 seats in a House of 
80. This has served as an eye- 
opener to Congress leadership 
and for the past two days 
serious thought has been given 
to ways and means of enforc- 
ing discipline in the national 
organization and to enthuse a 
sense of mission among the 
followers. 


What is happening in India 
has happened, perhaps in all the 
countries of the world, to rul- 
ing parties. Being the ruling 
party, it causes dissatistaction 
among its ranks, as the places 
of power are limited in propor- 
tion to the number of aspirants 
among the followers. On the 
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“I can’t get rid of him ...., He’s the best part of my act!!” 
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other hand, the rubing party 
has to resert 6 taxation 
measures to find funds for the 
very necessary development 
plans and to run a_ rapidly 
growing administrative machi- 
nery with the mounting bill of 
cost, 

In India, the determination to 
develop at a faster pace with- 
out having the necessary inter- 
nal and external resources, the 
chronic food shortage and the 
dwindling foreign exchange re- 
sources and the Inevitable re- 
sort to deficit financing (though 
kept within reasonable limits 
so far) are contributing to the 
higher cost of living, and tie 
demand for higher wages and 
dearness allowances. 

The administrative machin- 
ery, evolved by a foreign gov- 
ernment, remains unchanged a3 
Indian leaders had little time, 
so far, to overhaul it to make 
it attuned to the changed con- 
ditions arising out of freedom 
and a democratic constitution. 

Naturally also there is a keen 
race to share im the power 
which has come as a result of 
freedom, While the party was 
engaged for about 30 vears in 
the deadly struggle for inde- 
pendence and its followers were 
influenced by lofty idealism, 
spirit of service, saerifice and 
suffering, the fight for power 
among them became uppermost 
soon after independence, 

Gandhi's Advice 


Tt is well worth recording that 
Mahatma Gandhi, who led the 
nation to freedom, realized soon 
after the British left in 1947, 
that the Indian ational Con- 
gress should be dissolved forth- 
with. His advice to the Congress 
l-acders was that since the mis- 
sion of the Indian National 
Congress had been achieved, the 
Congress Party should cease to 
function aad a new organization 
created to deal with political, 
economic and social problems of 
a free country. ; 

With the unfailing instinct of 
a leader who knew the pulse of 
the people, he realized that if 
the national organization con- 
tinued in its old form, its mem- 
bers would fight among them- 
selves to get into places of pow- 
er and this would inevitably 
result in group rivalries and in- 
discipline. 

He also realized that people 
who had not actively parti- 
cipated in the struggle for free- 
tom would rush to join the na- 
tional organization with a view 
to sare in the power and that 
would lead to its growing weak- 
ness and eventual extinction. 
His advice was not accepted 
and the Indian National Con- 
gress was not dissolved. Today 
a number of Congress leaders 
realize that the advice the 
Mahatma gave 10 years ago was 
perfect. 

On Human Quality 

Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, the 
Prime Minister, in his charac- 
teristié frank manner told a 
press conference on Friday last 
that “whatever method of Goy- 
ernment you have, it depends 
on the quality of the human 
beings, and that we have to 
deal with human beings as 
they are. There are self-seek- 
ers, and other varieties of peo- 
ple and we try to have checks 
and try to have incentives for 
goodness.” The fact remains 
that the rot has crept into the 
Congress organization and it is 
really due to the lack of quality 
in the human material. 


Nehru has been telling his 
colleagues that he is getting 
“stale and flat” and losing fresh- 
ness of mind. This is perhaps 
inevitable to a man who knows 
no rest and toils ceaselessly for 
16 to 18 hours a day. He has 
done that for about 11 years 
since he joined Government in 
September 1946, becoming the 
first Prime Minister of Free In- 
dia on August 15, 1947, This 
does not mean that he is think- 
ing of retirement. Far from it 
as he told questioners three 
days ago. He is a man of moods 
as he says so often and it is 
possible that a small error of 
judgement would have led him 
to call himself stale. His mind 
is not slipping and he realizes 
that he has several years of act- 
ive life ahead.
